“ Di^uiton 0/ KnowUdge.— It cannot 
escape tlie attualion of the most super- 
ticiid observer, that throughout the ci­ 
vilized world there are many indications 
ot unaettled opiiiioias mid approaching 
alterations. 
A general apirit ol inquiry 
has been awakened, and the elements oi 
society, among the nations ol Europe, 
aeem to be aeparating and preparing for 
new constructions. 
t'riDciples i>:,d sea- 
timeuU, sanctified by lin e and habit, 
are now examiiied aad discussed with a 
Ireedooi not to be rebuked, and with a 
power ol 
argument and illustration 
which truth alone cansatisiy. 
T his is 
not an age of speculation, but of action. 
Knowledge is spreading from nation to 
nation, bnnging all within the sphere o! 
Its 0|»eratton. 
Its immediate tendency 
is to reduce the artiiicial distinctions 
which tim e aad power have created, 
and to astablish a common standard of 
f irtue and intelligence. 
By thia stand 
ard, princes aad people must be judged 
W e cannot be idle spectators ol tbeae 
etforts and their effects. 
We are con 
nected with other nations hy ties of m 
tarcourse nut eaady served ; and we 
are oui selves deeply inteieated in th 
operation ui those causea «ibicb can nie- 
liorate the condition of mankind, either 
in their social, political, or moral rela­ 
tions ; which can add stability to our in- 
stitutiouH, proapeiity to our couiitr> «con­ 
tentm ent to our citizens.

these causes, the progress of knowledge 
is the III« preserving principle ; not its

And it may not be unpro­ 
fitable in itself, nor unsuitable to the 
present occasion, brielly to etauiine Ibe 
consequences which have resulted, and 
are yet to result, from the application 
otthi* great moral power.

oi mankind. And I propose succinctly to 
review the effects it has already produced
